. Sr. PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL. 
TEE GREAT WORK OF NEW YORK e, 100. 
New York Jun, 

I: will be eighteen years next . acust since 
the corner-stone of St. Patrick's Cathedral was 
laid The building is not nearly finished, and 
no one knows when it will be. Nearly $2,000,000 
has already been expended on it, and millions 
more will be needed before it is completed. The 
rule Las been to incur no indebtedness on ac- 
count of the work, and, there being at present 
Dit Üttle money in the exchequer, only a few 
laborers ue engaged. These are the carpenters 
who are groiniug the ceiling for the plasterers, 
who are busy in the neve, putting up their scaf- 
folding. s 

The extreme length of the edifice, the exterior 
of which is of white marble, is 334 feet, the in- 
terior dimensions being 306 feet; the length of 
the tranrept is 140 feet; the width of the nave, 
96 feet, including the aisles, or from pillar to 
pillar, 48 feet, giving to each aisle 8 width of 24 
feet. Ine height of the nave is 110 feet. and of 
the aisles, 64 feet. The clustered columns of 
the nave, choir, and transept are all of white 
marbie to the spring of the erches, which are 
imitation sandstone, capped with marble. The 
front has three doorways, of which the centre 
bas a total width of 31 feet, with a height, in- 
cluding the gables, of 51 feet. Above tis door 
is @ transom of pure white maid's, scniptured 
with leaf forme and tendrile of «rapevines, in- 
terwovon with wheat, symbolic of the Holy Sac- 
rament, and three doves—the centre one repre- 
senting the descent of the Holy Ghost; tne 
righ’, the dove from the ark, with the olive 
branch in its mouth, and the left, the ascent of 
the Holy Spirit. 

The small rose window of the porch peers 
above this exquisite sculptured work. On each 
side of the porch are the massive buttresses of 
the facade, which rise to the middie of the 
main gable, and these are capped with 
pinuacies. The main gable is richly

Daniel Drew has 
given about $600,000 for educational purposes, in- 
cluding his gifts to the Drew Seminary, 200,000 
to the Wesleyan University at Middletown, 
Conn., and 000 to the school as bis home in 
Carmel, Putnam County, N. Y.

The House of Representatives has passed 
the bill, by 22 majority, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to issue silver coins of 
the denominations of 10, 20, 25, and 50 
cents, in redemption of an equal amount of 
paper currency. There is a large 
amount of this currency. now in the Treasury 
waiting redemption. The printing of frac- 
tional notes was suspended some time ago, 
and there is no means of redeeming the cur- 
rency. It is now settled silver can be 
purchased and issued as coin at a less cost 
than it requires to print and handle the frac- 
tional notes. The change will enable the 
Gowernment to dispense with 1,600 per- 
sons now employ. im printing, stamping, 
assorting, counting, and handling these 
little shinplasters. The amount of silver 
coin to be issued is limited to the amount of 
fractional currency, which is about $45,000,- 
000. The House refused toauthorize the coin- . 
age of silver for private persons, thus leav- 
ing the “‘seignorage™ im coinage as a profit 
to the Government. But the bill as it passed 
makes the silver dollar coin a legal-tender for 
any amount not exceeding $50 in any one 
payment, and the silver coins for fractional 
parts of the dollar a legal-tender to the 
amount of $25. Such coins are now a legal- 
tender only to the amount of $5. As soon 
as this bill becomes a law, there will be an 
immediate appearance of coin, which will be

A SEQUEL TO THE BABCOCK TRIAL. 

_ Decidedly the most sensational of all that 
has been developed by the investigation into 
the Basooox case is the testimony of the wit- 
ness Bei. before the Congressional Commit- 
tee. It is also to be taken with more grains 
of allowance than the statement of any other 
witness. It is not improbable that BLA, 
having gained the President's confidence in 
the War as.a spy, was by him commissioned, 
as Bex states, to go to St. Louis and inves- 
tigate the facts as to the guilt or innocence of 
Bancocx, and report the same to the Pres- 
jaent, that he might act upon them. And 
under the excitement attending ‘that case, 
and with the reports circulated by Bacon 
that the prosecution was the result of a polit- 
ical conspiracy, the President might natural- 
ly and properly have desired to be put in 
ion of the facts upon undoubted 
authority. Certain it is that BNL did look 
over the testimony against Bancock in Dis- 
trict-Attorney Drais possession ; and almost 
equally certain does it appear, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Srorrs’ denial, that the information 
thus obtained by BILL was conveyed to the 
defense, which goes a long way toward 
explaining the readiness with which Bar- 
cock’s counsel met the testimony against him 
at the trial. And that readiness, it may be 
remarked, was nowhere so conspicuous as in 
the production of the letter-carrier MoGru, 
who spoiled the proof about the Joyrcz letter 
inclosing $500 to Bascocx by testifying that 
he (McGrx) returned that letter from a 
street letter-box to Jorcz.

Beu states he was employed, was neither 
dishonest nor dishonorable. But the use he 
made of that employment was rascally. The 
public, however, is not concerned with 
Bm so much as with the separation 
of the truth from the falsehood in his 
story, and in establishing through what 
influence it was that he was enabled 
to carry out, so far as it was executed, his 
raacally programme. His story, so far as told, 
is damaging only to BAncock. He (Brit) 
was a precious knave, as appears from his 
own testimony, and while his services in the 
army may have been such as to impress the 
President with his (Bis) keenness and 
sagacity, his very employment as a scout-spy 
was such as could have inspired little confi- 
dence in him. The question back of it all, 
therefore, is, Whose influence was it that put 
him in position where he could steal the tes- 
timony against Bascock; and who planned 
the cunningly-devised scheme by which he was 
enabled to do it? There is evidently a large 
field for investigation here, and one that cannot 
be too sharply ex a, and it is to be trust. 
ed it will not be abandoned until the bottom 
facts are reached, and those guilty of thus 
conspiring to defraud justice be brought to 
prompt punishment.

A CIRCUMLOCUTION OFFICE. 

Dickens’ immortal sketch of The Cir- 
cumlocution Office” was read and reread by 
the American public with infinite relish. The 
sardonic portrayal of how, in the British 
Government offices, was cultivated the high 
art of how not todo what the officials were 
paid to do, of the ineffable snobbishness with 
which was resented the astounding imperti- 
nence of the citizen who wanted to know, 
you know,” something about his business be- 
fore an office or department, and the labyrinth 
of red tape that compassed about every official, 
and through which access to him was about 
as difficult as to the North Pole, was to the 
avefige American reader a delicious satire 
on the institutions of an effete monarchy, 
where the citizen was simply one of the 
down-trodden millions. In contrast with the 
Governmental machine in this land of popu- 
lar sovereigns, where officials are the ser- 
vanta, not the masters, of the people, 
and where the effusive affability with 
which the sovereigns are received by their 
servants aforesaid, and the superserviceable 
alacrity with which fhe business of the 
sovereign is attended to, are the natural con- 
sequences of that relation of public servants 
to the people-masters, the sketch was partic- 
ularly refreshing. Yet it may be questioned 
whether the American sovereign in this very 
Centennial year, which is the year of his 
grandiloquent boasting, does not meekly put 
up with worse insolence in petty office than 
do the people of any other civilized land, 
The gushing affability and superserviceability 
are reserved for the potent popular sovereign 
who has part in ranning the political machine. 
To the rest—the outsiders—the supercilious- 
ness, brutality, and red-tape surroundings of 
our petty officials are simply intolerable, yet 
are endured.

MEN AND WOMEN-—COMPARATIVE MO- 
RALITY., 

Most men and things in this world are 


-measured by some recognized standard of 


comparison. Gulliver was a giant in one 
country and a pigmy-in another. Physically 
and mentally, men’s powers tell in proportion 
to the strength with which they cope. The- 
oretically, it would be pleasanter to think of 
morals as an exception te the rule, and to 
be gauged by a uniform, in variable, and rigid 
standard, universally recognized by all men 
and applied in all countries. Practically, 
however, it is useless to deny that morality is 
comparative as well as health, talent, educa- 
tion, wealth, happiness. [lls and blessings 
are estimated in this life, the former miti- 
gated and the latter heightened by the con- 
dition of those around us. Men are influ- 
enced by the times in which they live. Hu- 
man sentiments take precedence according to 
the importance given them by common con- 
sent. What is positively obnoxious in one 
country or at one time becomes comparative- 
ly unobjectionable in other countries and at 
ether times. So virtues take rank according 
to the pursuits and customs of the day and 
people : that which is most extolled in a con- 
dition of immature society becomes intolera- 
ble at a high stage of civilization. 

It is not strange, therefore, that the Bxz- 
Mar scandal, involving both Batxnap and his 
wife, should have led to a discussion of the 
relative morality of men and women. A 
modern school of political moralists, who 
may perhaps be called ‘‘exactionists,” will 
insist that the grade should be precisely the 
same, and that both man and woman, and all 
men and all women, should rise to the same 
glorious heights of rectitude and look upon 
every kind of infraction of the moral code 
with equal abhorrence. But che exactign- 
ists” make no allowance for the fact that 
there is still a large amount of human nature 
in the world which yields to temptation in a 
manner and to an extent affected by age, sex, 
and other conditions. There will be no 
practical reform in public and private morals 
without taking cognizance of that fact, and 
applying remedies to suit the form and stage 
of the disease as it manifests itself. | 

The comparative morality of men and 
women has acquired special prominence by a 
conversation which Mr. T. W. Hiaomson, of 
Boston, had with five ladies of good standing 
and certainly average moral tone, and which 
he has made public. One of these ladies, 
whom Mr. Hicernson speaks of even as ex- 
acting” in her moral standard, saw nothing 


wrong in Bextxnar’s performances, and only

Though this opens up a question that 
cannot well be discussed in public prints, the 
correctness of the principle, as underlying 
the superlative abhorrence to unchastity felt 
by all good women, can scarcely be denied. 
It is no longer discussed, because society is 
advanced beyond the necessity for such discus- 
sion, and the first rank of purity in woman's 
code of morals is too clearly established to 
inquire as to the reason they give it prece- 
dence. Butif the family is the first, and 
shall continue to be the first, consideration 
of woman, then it’ will be wise to keep her 
aloof from public life, even at the risk of her

And no phase of it is mre important than 
the various standards t up by men and 
women. As long as thre are these radical 
differences between then, it will be wise to 
confine the good offices al women to the family 
rather than risk their stadards in public life. 


RELIGIOUS LIBEJTY IN SPAIN. 

The question of relijious liberty in Spain 
begins to assume averymteresting form, and 
is already made the gost prominent issue 
before the Cortes. A petition in favor of 
** Catholic unity,” whih means prohibition 
of every form of wosphip except the Ultra- 
montane, has been intiduced in that body, 
signed by the Pape Nuncio and Spanish 
Bishops, and the forugr has also taken occa- 
sion to deny that the atican has ever grant- 
ed the present Ministy the least concession 
in relation to the libegy of public worship. 
Meanwhile it is assertd by the Hpoca, pub- | 
lished in Madrid, t the Cortes will ap. 
prove the principle pf religious toleration, 
and that the Vaticasi rill be compelled to ac- 
cept it. 

nder the circugstances attending the 
recent election, this ondition of the religious 
question is a little mmarkable. The Cortes, 
as now constituted,contains only a little 
handful of Republi¢ns, who are the princi- 
pal opponents of [itramontanism and de- 
fenders of religiousoleration. The Vatican, 
through the agencybf the Papal Nuncio and 
the Bishops, took b active part in the‘elec- 


the interests of thi Vatican. They prepared 
the way for the infmidation of voters. It 
was with their adice and approval that in 
numerous provinces voters known to be anti- 
Ultramontane in atiment were deprived of 
their voting cerficates; that the voting 
urns were stuffedprecisely as our bummers 
stuff the ballot- bois; that voters'were driven 
off by the police ind gens d’armes, and in 
many cases were idnapped and imprisoned 
until after the el¢tions were over. By such 
means the Repulican party was almost de- 
prived of répres¢tation in the Cortes, the 
whole number inhat body being, we believe, 
but three ; and M, after having carried the 
election, the Chtch party seems unable to 
put down the qystion of religious toleration, 
which has suddély risen in the Cortes with 
more pertinacitj and probability af success 
than ever befor In point of fact, we doubt 
if the question as ever been seriously raised 
before. 

There are tw causes which may help to 
account for thisudden defiance of the Vati- 
can. In the fit place, there is a large party 
of young men;what may be termed young 
Spain,—who fe liberal and progressive in 
their relatio education, religion, and the 
material proges of their country. Some of 
them are Catblics, but they are sufficiently 
progressive @i enlightened to be willing 
that other sits should enjoy the right of 
worship. Oters of them are Protestants, 
aud none of hem are Ultramontane in their 
sympathies. It is a large and constantly in- 


Yet she is accustomed to. 


sympathy of: the Vatican with Don Cantos’ 
pretensions to the Spanish throne, which 
has been manifested in the assistance ren- 
dered him by prominent French and English 
Ultramontanes, and in the farce of his coro- 
nation by the Papal Nuneio after he crossed 
the Pyrenees into Spain, has not made the 
Spanish people any more loyal to the Vati- 
can, since, however just Don Camo 
claim may be, ‘the ‘majority of the peo- 
ple have been opposed to him. In fact, 
the present Government has once before de- 
fied the Vatican by arresting a pugnacious 
Ultramontane Bishop who was affording aid 
and comfort to the Carlists, imprisoning him, 
and refusing to release him upon the 
demand of by 
the Papal Nuncio. In this disposition of 
the Spanish Parliament to discuss religious 
toleration there is hope for Spain, and « 
prospect that she may yet regain somewhat 
of the ground she has lost. Spain is now the 
only country in Europe to which the Vatican 


Ultramontanism ; and when this stronghold is 
surrendered, as it must inevitably be, there 
will then be some hope for that afflicted 
country.

The Radical Club Meeting for March--- 
A Stranger in the Gates, and a 
New Subject. 


A Flattering of Feminine Feath- 
ers Col. Higginson te 
the Rescue. ) 


Fundamental Principles Going by the 
Beard---The Polite Way in Whieh 
Radical-Clabbers Fight. 


From Our Own Corresvondent. 

Boron, March 30.—The March meeting of the 
Radical Club was one of the spiciest meet- 
ings im the way of discussion.that have ever 
taken place. The essay was all out of the gen- 
eral course of Radical-Club essays, being notb- 
ing more er less than a titade against woman 
euffrage. The papers that are usually read at 
the Club are either highly scientific or highly, 
philosophical, upon whatever particular topio 
they may turn, And any noviee could perceive 
that they were clearly exhaustive of their sub- 
jects, and intellectually cénscientious to a re- 
markable degree. But the essay of this month 
was another thing entirely. It was well written 
enough, as far as composition went, but it was 
nota highly intellectual production in the way 
of thought by any means. It was simply an or- 
dinary lecture against woman’s having the right 
ef suffrage, and, as far as precedent went, more 
fitted for the platform than the Chestnut street 
parlors. However, the discussion which ensued 


The ‘‘essayist” was Mr. Elders, a lawyer ef 
Lexington, Mass., and be was invited to give his 
particular views at the suggestion of one of 
the R. C. members, who favored these views.“ 
“he ordinary arguments of the opposition were 
used, sprihkled in with which were several as- 
sumptions about women which Mr. Elder had 
very evidently drawn from a few individuals of 
bis own acquaintance, rather than from a large 
observation and study of human character.

' WOMAN OR A MAN. | 
The idea that wages could be affected by the 
vote and legislation he thoughtan absurdity. 
Wages, he said, depended on the law of supply 
and demand. If an employer could employ a 
man for the same price as woman he would 
prefer the man usually, simply because he was 
— of uninterrupted labor. When women 

of this matter they seemed*to forget, he re- 
marked, that these men who made these 
laws were fathers, and sons, and husbands, and 
brothers, aad that they had the interests of 
their feminine relatives in mind, etc. But it 
wes altogether absurd to think that, even

As for = natural democracy, it was impossible. 
Only «a ive democracy is possible. 
Even the most ideal of Republican Goveroments 
must be representative. The smaller the repre- 
sentation the better. It was never a matter of 
complaint, be said, that men were not allowed 
to vote until they were 21; and this law was, like 
all the rest, a matter of N ; aod under 
this head he censidered the demoralization which 
would come to women if they had the vote. We 
saw what voting had come to only amongst men. 
The argument that women would purify politics 
he thought only another of the fallacies of the 
woman-euffrage people. Wherever they had had 
* to do with politics they had marred, 
not made it better. The female lobbyists at 
Washington were cited as the most unscrupu- 
lous of politicians. And going to France, beth 
in this century and the last, some of 
the most monstrous acts were commit- 
ted py women. The reason why women were 
better and purer than men now was 
because they were out of pablic life. Then 
followed the tcucbing little picture that is usu- 
ally presented, of the wonderful influence of 
this sacred — from whence women are 
never permi: to put their dainty little noses 
into the impure places of men’s political haunts, 
and consequently to sniff the misama 
WHICH MAKES MEM SUCH DREADFUL CREATURES! 

Aud yet these very dreadful creatures, these 
men who are 80 corrupted by the ballot, make 
better, juster jurors for women than their own 
sex would, was ene of the eonclusions ef Mr. 
Elder.

NOTABILITIES OF THE FRENCH ASSEMBLY. 
A Paris, March 10, correspondent of the New 
York Times, writing of the opening of the 
French Assemby, says: The interest of the first 
day was mainly in the galleries, and in the sur- 
roundings of the Palace.

RACINE, 
SOCIAL BLACK SHEEP.

Later than that the wife of a prominent 
Democratic politician in this city received a 
package of laces and jewelry from abroad on 
which the duties were remitted on the ground 
the articies had been worn. It seems a pity that 
the valuable gift from the Khedive should re- 
main in bond for the duties when so many favors 
are granted for political ce. a shame 
that there is no public official sufficjently cour- 
ageous to take the responsibility of ordering the 
jewels released without payment of duties. 

AN ENGLISH SCANDAL CASE IN NEW YORK. 

A private detective from London arrived in 
this city twe weeks ago, and has procared evi- 
dence in a scandal case, transferred from En- 
gland to America, which will make a rich chap- 
ter in the daily journals so soon as the matter is 
made public.

For the city offices there gre an abundance of 
candidates, none too many Of whom are sound 
and respectable citizens.

DYER. 
HIS ST. LOUIS WHISKY EXPERIENCES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., April 1.— The Special 
Committee on the Whisky Prosecutions exam- 
ined to-day District-Attorney D. P. Dyer, of St. 
Louis, and learned from him some fresh and 
interesting facts concerning the trials in which 
he has figured so prominently duriug the past 
six months. Mr. Dyer told as fully as the Com- 
mittee desired him to do the history of what 
passed between him and the Attorney-General 
during the pendency of the proceedings against 
Gen. Babcock.

*“Matamoras has been declared in a state of 
siege. A forced loan was imposed upon the 
merchants last week.

One citizen of the United Statest 60 years old, 
was taken from his home last night 
and put on tue fortifications in 
a very exposed place if an attack by the Revo- 
lutionists had occurred, as was hourly expected.

EXCIIING TIMES AT MATAMOBAS. 

GaLveston, April 1.—A special to the Galves- 

ton .vews from Brownsville, April 1. says to-day 
the navai force steamed up to be ready for the 
protection of American citizens in Matamoras. 
Diaz is on the edge of the town, and an attack 
is expected. 
Another special to the News from Brownsville, 
April 1, says: Night before last Mr. Susten- 
dale, an American citizen aged 60 years, was 
taken to a fort in Matamoras, and placed on the 
top of the parapet wall. In the event the revo- 
lutionists made an attack he would have been 
nearly between two fires, and would certainly 
have been killed. About 11 o'clock at night 
Consul Wilson went to Gen. Labarra and de- 
manded Sustendale’s instant release, and the de- 
mand was complied with. 

‘To-day orders were received from Wasbington, 
at least it is so reported, and Cobsul Wilson 
came to this bank. Very soon the Rio Bravo 
steamed up, crossed the river. and made fast 
to the Mexican bank. This was about 4 o'clock, 
Tue steam launches _ policing the river. 
Soundings have been mad 

It is reported that the President bas directed 
that foreign residents of Matamoras shall be 
protected against the exactions and oppressions 
of the Mexican authorities. Foreign residents 
of Matamoras pow in this a bigbly de- 
lighted. A goodly number of them live on the 
river bank. ‘They say Gen. Labane will get no 
more excopt from Mexicaus. 

Late in the evening the gunboat steamed up 
to the upper edge of Matamoras, and came to 
anchor. Expectations of brisk times on the 
other side are great. 

Tne order above mentioned came directly to 
Capt. Johuson, and directed him to proceed im- 
mediately to Matamoros and assist the Consul 
‘in giving protection to American citizens. 

wo days since a depatation of foreigners re- 
siding in Matamoras waited upon Gen. Potter, 
and requested bim to take steps to protect them 
from outrage. The General told them to send 
bim a communication in writing. The change 
in the programme since has rendered that un- 
necessary.
